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In California they call it the “Arborescent” Philodendron; 
in Florida we call it the “Self-heading” Philodendron. Both 
mean exactly the same thing—the plants form a compact 


crown of leaves, very much like a palm; the leaf stems are 
attached close together on the trunk so that no internodes 
or leggy extensions of the trunk are formed between the 
points of attachment. This forms a plant pleasing in ap- 
pearance for its grace and neatness, and practical to grow 
because it stays where you put it, rather than climb as did 
the older species of Philodendron. 


UNUSUAL HARDINESS MAKES IT VALUABLE 

Native to the semi-tropical areas of South Brazil, Uruguay 
and Paraguay, the Arborescent Philodendrons thrive in full 
sun. Most species will withstand temperatures of 28 degrees 
without injury, and some have withstood temperatures as 
low as 18 degrees.

1. PLANNING 


Secure plan for your entire property. 

Include ideas you particularly like NOW. 

Include sufficient trees properly placed. 

Plan for ease in maintenance. 

If you can’t afford complete landscape job all at once, plan to 
put in trees and most important shrubs now and work along to 
completion. 

Always stick to your plan to achieve the most beautiful effect. 


2. SELECTING STOCK 


Buy plants to fit a specific location instead of buying a plant and 
then locate a spot to plant it. 

Ask your local nursery for recommendations and guidance (best 
for your area). 

Insist that stock is graded according to AAN and FNGA standards. 

Plant trees as large as possible to secure shade where needed as 
soon as possible. 


3. PLANTING 


Insist that soil be prepared properly, adding peat or other organic 
matter. 

Water in plants well to discourage air pockets. 

Always remember that a “50c plant in a $5.00 hole is more sure 
to develop properly than a $5.00 plant in a 50c hole.” 


4, MAINTENANCE 


Water thoroughly once or twice a week to a depth of 14-18”. 
This encourages a deeper root system. 

DO NOT SPRINKLE LIGHTLY. This makes for shallow 
surface root systems, that cannot endure drouth. 

Fertilize as recommended by your local nurseryman, using natural 
organic nitrogen as a basis for nitrogen content. (Florida Nursery’s 
ZING is especially adapted to Central Florida). 

Spray in early spring and late fall to insure less danger of insect 
and fungi pests. 

Prune as necessary in order to keep plant suited for location. 
Most pruning is done in the early spring, just as growth begins.

Q. What is the blue flowering bulbous plant known as the “Blue 
Lily of The Nile?” 


A. Agapanthus. These are very easy to grow either as a pot plant 
or in the garden, and are available in blooming size plants at

Q. Ihave a Clivia and wonder if I might remove it from my tub and 
plant it directly in the patio. 


A. Yes, the Clivias do very nice as a patio plant. For good heavy 
bloom on tall spikes they require pretty heavy feeding during the 
fall and should be planted in a spot with soil rich in humus and 
given plenty of moisture.

Q. What fertilizer do you recommend for Azaleas, and when should 
it be applied? 


A. Azaleas should be fertilized from the middle of March to the first 
of April, and then again in June. You may also add a very light 
application in September, but heavy feeding then would cause 
them to put on growth and not bloom. 

ZING Azalea and Camellia Fertilizer is especially adapted 
for Azalea needs in Central Florida, and you'll find the added 
minor elements help you grow more beautiful Azaleas.

Q. Should Poinsettias be pruned back drastically? Mine have lost 


all their foliage due to cold. 


A. Yes, Poinsettias should be cut back to about 12 to 18 inches now 
and fertilized with Florida Nursery’s ZING Tree and Shrub 
Special. They will come out with new growth, and should be 
cut back half way in June, to help make them more shapely and 
produce more bloom.

A. Camellias may still be planted—and it is quite easy to move them 
safely since most of them are grown in containers and never 
know they are moved. It is better not to move Camellias from 
the open ground when the foliage is new and tender, but they 
can be moved year-round if container grown, for roots are not 
disturbed. This is true not only of Camellias, but of many other 
plants. That is one reason why so many plants are being grown 
in cans.

Q. What grass do you recommend for lawns in this area? 


A. We prefer the Bitter Blue St. Augustine grass, because it is a 
grass that covers rapidly, gives a good turf, and remains green 
thru the winter, except when heavily damaged by frosts. Then 
a light application of fertilizer will green it right up again. It is 
considered a medium-maintenance grass and even though it is 
sometimes damaged by chinch bugs and Sod Web Worms, if you 
will watch and catch the spots early you can prevent wide-spread 
damage.
